Then, 
early every morning, 700 
tons of last night' s leftovers 
will be sent through an air 
runnel at a mile a minute to 
Commonwealth Edison's 
Crawford Station, where it 
will be burned in a mixture 




of 90% coal, 10% trash. 
This system is slated to start 
operation in the fall of 1975. 

Mr. Bailey estimates that 
during _ each, year qi, 
operation this project will 
save 100,000 tons of coal-^ 
enough to provide electricity 
for 45,000 homes. "And 
instead of ending up as 
hundreds of acres of landfill, 
the trash can be put to 
work as a fuel that meets 
and beats the standards set 
by the Environmental 
Protection Agency." 

He put the plastic bag 
back in its place atop a 
stack of progress reports. 
"Some of my colleagues 
wonder how I can get so 
excited about burning trash. 
Well, it's simple. This pro- 
gram will make use of a 
plentiful resource, save our 
countryside, and cut down 
on pollution. I happen to 
think it's one of the finest 
things I've ever been 
involved in."
